AFL-CIO Chiefs

MOSCOW (AP) - Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev, em erg­ 
ing from two day s of talks with

Khrushchev told a political rally

Sir Winston Looks Ahead 


Though Sir Winston Churchill is seclud­ 
ed now from the official flow of world in­ 
formation. his most recent summation of 
the international prospect is interesting b e­ 
cause of his v 
a s t knowledge of how n a­ 
tions function. It is m ade in a one-v olume 
ab ridgement of his six-v olume history of 
“ The Second World War.” 
Admitting his conclusion is b ased on 
b oth hope and conv iction, Sir Winston v en­ 
tures the opinion that a nuclear war of ex­ 
termination will b e postponed indefinitely 
if the non - communist nations preserv e 
their unity and if the communist nations 
m ake gains that assure their nations high­ 
er standards of liv ing. 
The Briton takes a dig at America b y ex­ 
pressing disappointment in what he re­ 
gards the failure of Hie U. S. to com pre­ 
hend the aims of the Sov iet Union during 
and after World War ll. The U. S. seemed 


unconscious, he says. of the adv ances Mos­ 
cow was making in East Europe b y mill 
tary power and threats. But that is now a 
closed chapter, and the future is to b e 
faced. 
Recognizing that quarrels b etween na­ 
tions. continents and federations will con­ 
tinue, human society will grow in many 
forms and the end result of growth will b e 
a stiffening of the human will against wars 
of extermination. 
“As long, therefore, as the free world 
holds together, and especially Britain and 
t ne United States, and m a i n t a i n s its 
strength, Russia will find that peace and 
plenty hav e more to offer than extermin­ 
atory war,” Churchill concludes. 
It is w e ll to keep this point of v iew in 
mind H S Moscow gets to huffing, puffing 
and threatening dire consequences for ev ­ 
e n b odv in the wav of red amb itions. 
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No King for Spain 


According 
to 
Generalissimo 
F ra n ­ 
cisco Franco, there can b e no “ restor­ 
ation” of a monarchy during his lifetime 
b ecause Spain already is a ‘'monarchy,” 
By that stretch of semantics. Dictator 
Franco has confounded those Spanish mon­ 
archists who hav e b een importuning him 
for permission to conduct a sort of pub lic 
relations campaign on b e h a I I of Prince 
Don Juan, the heir-apparent. 
Tile monarchists thought they were on 
firm ground. Only last spring 
G e n e r a l 
F ranco had announced that when he left 
office, his own plans called for an “order­ 
ly succession” to a “ traditional and repre­ 


sentativ e m onarchy.” 
Where the monarchists eired. it seems, 
was in assuming that the Caudillo would 
“ leav e office” b efore he departed t h 1 s 
world. Now they hav e b een set straight: 
While Franco rules, there will b e no king, 


nor any political b uild-up on b ehalf of 
a 
royal candidate. 
The Spanish dictator thus squelches ev en 
the monarchists whom he has more or less 
tolerated b ecause of their personal wealth 
and high social position. As for the mas- 
>rs, untest is reported to b e growing, b ut 
it has yet to b ecome an organized threat 
to the regime. 
U S. presence in Spain, where tins na- 
tion has hundreds of millions inv ested in 
b ases, is assured only b y agreement with 
General Franco, not with a “ representa­ 
tiv e” Spanish gov ernment b ecause none 
such now exists.
